When he assumed his 
charge the church was practically without a 
congregation, with lMmited facilities for parish 
work, with small endowment, and with a repu- 
tation In the diocese that was little more than 
a tribute to a memorable past. 

He lays down his charge after twenty-two 
years of exhausting labor, impaired in Health 
by the burden of the care of 7,000 souls, with 
the endowment fund Increased by $300,000, with 
a parish building complete in accommodation 
and equipment and which is a model of suc- 
cessful and useful operation, with a Deaconess 
House, a trade school, and a seaside cottage, 
with an official force of twenty men and wo- 
men, an army of volunteer workers unsur- 
passed in numbers, intelligence, and devotion. 
and with a reputation acquired for the parish 
as extended as American Christianity. His 
name is written large in the annals of our re- 
lgious and civie life, and he will be followed 
in his retirement by the affectionate solicitude 
for his welfare of the congregation that he 
gathered, and by the respect of the many who 
profited by his teaching and by his personal 
ministration.

ADDICKS iS THE OBSTACLE 


Fias Thwarted the President’s Efforts 
to Get an Acceptable Senator 
from the Little: State.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Little Dela-| 
ware has assumed an important position 
in the pending struggle In the Senate to 
get the necessury two-thirds vote for the| 
ratification of the Santo Domingo treaty. | 
No matter how the number of Senators} 


| may be counted the one vacancy from 


Lelaware stangs in the way of the neces- 
sary mathematical result. 

There are 56 Republican Senators and 33 
Democrats. It is believed that three Dem- 
ocrats—Patterson, Clarke of Arkerieas:! 
and McEnery—will vote with the Repub- 
licans for the treaty. This reduces the) 
Democratic vote to 30 and raises the Re- 
publican strength to 59. But of this num- 
ber one Senator, Eurton, is not likely to| 
be present and voting. Nor would any! 
Democratic Senator, even if it were neces- 
sary, permit himself to be paired with the 
Kansas Senator. The Republican vote is 
therefore but 58 for the treaty. One mcre 
Democratic vote is absolutely necessary. 
This would make the final footing stand 
20 to 59, giving the required two-thirds 
for ratification. 

Were there a Republican Senator from 
Delaware the treaty would have plain} 
sailing. Without this one vote it is neces- | 
sary to get four instead of three Dem»- 
crats, and this at the present stage of the 
fight is an-extremely doubtful matter. In 
view of this dilemma it is generally ex- | 
pected that the HKepublican ieaders will} 
not be in any hurry to get a vote on the 
treaty. 

To President Roosevelt the situation 
is unspeakably intolerable. He has en- 
deavored as far as he could from the 
Federal standpoint to resolve the differ- 
ences in Delaware and obtain from. tnat 
State a Senator acceptable to the re- 
spectable element of the party both in} 
and out of Delaware. The obstructive | 
attitude of John E. Addicks in his long- 
continued efforts to come to the Senate 
has more than once cut its figure in 
party action in the Senate, and now it 
has thwarted the President in a manner 
most exasperating. 

That it will serve to accentuate the 
President's desire to straighten things 
out in Delaware few doubt. He will 
more than ever favor the efforts of 
Senator Allee to build up with Federal 
patronage the anti-Addicks side of the 
Republican Party in the State, and strive 
to bring about the election of a Repub- 
lican Senator whose Administration sym- 
pathies may not be doubted.

Some of the lawyers who have handled 
the cases have acted in good falth, and in 
ignorance of the fact that their clients 
have been trying to cheat the city, but 
other lawyers, it is asserted, have taken 
cases with the knowledge that the claims 
were false. ,These lawyers have em- 
ployed “‘runners,’’ who have gone into 
districts where sewers have overflowed, 
and persuaded property owners to make 
claims for damages against the city, man- 
ufacturing a basis for a claim where none 
existed. 

One lawyer who has been making a 
specialty of sewer damage claims is said 
to have obtained more than $100,000 from 
the city last year. Assistant Corporation 
Counsel O’ Neill, who has been working on 
the matter, expresses the belief that 
three-fourths of the thousands of claims 
now pending agafnst the city are fraudu- 
lent. 

Borough President Coler of Brooklyn 
said last night that in the next week or 
two nearly 100 lawyers would be called 
before the Grand Juries in Brooklyn, 
Manhattan, and Queens to explain their 
connection with certain sewer cases. ‘ He 
said that the evidence of fraud against 
| several of the lawyers was so strong that 
j they would probably be indicted and ar- 
rested as soon as they had been heard. 

‘“‘Most of these swindles,”” said Mr. 
| Coler, ‘‘ have been committed in the last 
ltwo or three years. Claims for damages 
of every description have been filed, and 
they have come in so fast that the city 
officials had no chance to investigate 
; them. Hundreds of cases have been de- 
| eided against the city by the courts on 


the flimsiest of grounds because of the 
lack of defense against them. 

“Lawyers have made a practice of buy- 
ing up false cases brought to them by so- 
called runners. The men who turned 
these cases over to the lawyers will also 
be punished. This method of defrauding 

j; the city was being practiced when I be- 
{came Controller, and I put a stop to it 
at that time, but it aeons up ag2in.” 

Frank Harvey Field, Vice President of 
the Brooklyn Bar Association, said last 
night that, although that body had re- 
;ceived no formal complaint in connection

Neither Is Dynamite Reforming, 
He Tells Y. M. C. &. Men, 


CRITICISES TRACTION MERGER | 


Who Is Caring for the People? the 
Jersey City Corporation Counsel 
Asks—Cutting a Speaker.

R. Fulton Cutting, President of the | 
Citizens’ Union, and George L. Record, 
who is Mayor Mark Fagan’s Corporation | 
Counsel in Jersey City, were the speakers 
at the regular Sunday afternoon meeting 
under the auspices of the Young Men's | 
Christian Association in the Majestic | 
Theatre yesterday afternoon. The thea-| 
tre was filled, the meeting being for men. 
The Rey. Charles Prospero Fagnani pre- 
sided. 

Mayor Fagan and Senator Colby accom- 
panied Mr. Record over. Mayor Fagan 


} Sat on the platform and blushed at an 


ovation given to him when Chairman! 
Fagnani called attention to his pees: 
Senator Colby sat in a box and smiled 


when Mr. Fagnani alluded to him, and| 
the audience gave him a joyful saluta- | 
tion, { 
Mr. Cutting said he believed that never | 
had government been so full of humanity | 
as at present or public conscience so | 
active. But he said thag there is need of } 
organization. He added: | 
“There are men enough in this au- 
dience, !f properly organized and with | 
every man putting his shoulder to the! 
wheel, to turn this city over. With or-| 
ganization you can do mighty things. | 
If any of you want to do something com- | 
municate with me and I will tell you 
where you can devote your efforts to 
quick results. The time is ripe and there 
is a demand for men who can go into 
public life for its service and not for! 
graft and to gratify personal vanity. We 
want men who can withstand the temp- 
tations of public life.” 


While Mr. Cutting was speaking Mr. | 


Record read trom a Bible. When he} 
arose he said that he agreed with MF. 
Cutting that there was need of organiza- 
tion. But organization, he said, was of 
little use without what Lincoln called a 
He continued: 

“While I believe in electing what are 
known as ‘good men,’ and in what has 
been called political purity, I want to} 
say to you that my practical experience | 
has taught me that all efforts to put in; 
one man and to put out another because | 
of the personalities of the candidates, are | 
largely wasted. The issue is the thing, | 
not the man. There can be no lasting re- 
form in this country without first finding 
the issue. There is just now something 
which we call reform sweeping over the 
land. It is a natural revulsion against 
our absorbing chase for dollars for the 
last quarter of a century. The question 
fs, Can we organize this sentiment so as} 
to have something permanent effected? 

“The public nowAs like a great turtle} 
on its back, helpless save to feebly wiggle | 
its flippers, tnible to move in any direc- 
tions until some man comes along and 
sets it right and gives it direction.” 

Mr. Record thought all the inspiration 
for a political reform could be found by 
men of all creeds in reading the Gospels. 

‘“Ag I read the Gospels,”” he said, “I 
find that the meaning of Jesus Christ and 
God's meaning was that it is not right for 
one man to hes in a five-million-dollar 
mansion in Riverside Drive while an- 
ether man with his famly is crowded into ; 
a two-room flat in a filthy east side tene- | 
ment.” [Great applause.] | 

Mr. Record said be did not want the 
audience to think he was appealing to 
class prejudic>. 3 

“But the whole meaning of Christ's 
Gospel,” he continued, “is that we are 
trothers and should live as such. The 
thing to aim at 1s substantial equality 
where there shall be no rich, no poor, 45, 
we know them now.” 

Mr. Record said that In the last twenty- 
five years capital and labor, worked to- | 
gether, had shown us to be the most} 
wonderful wealth-producing nation in the 
world. 

“Yet there is a growing discontent,”’ he 
said, ‘‘and a feeling that our annual pro- 
duction of wealth is not equitably dis-| 
tributed. I don’t believe one man is the} 
equal mentally of another and don't think | 
he ever will be. I will even concede that | 
there ought to be large differences in re- | 
wards, but I do say without hesitation | 
that there is not between man and man 
any such difference as there is between | 
$200,000,000 piled up by one man in a life 
time and $2 a day for a laborer. (Great) 
applause.) 2 tA 
‘Now, what can be done? We can't 
adopt Russian methods, we don’t want 
to use dynamite, we will not permit the 
assassination or rulers, we will not per- | 
mit the pillage of the rich man’s castle, 
but we will set these questions along 
the good old-fash¥oned; American lines of 
reason and common sense enacted into} 
the laws of the land.” [Applause and | 
cries of ‘‘ Good.’’] 

Mr. Record said that Soctalism, if it 
came, would come not through preach- 
ing but practice. So also with the sing!c 
tax: experiments would convince. In 
trying to find something practical along | 
this line for immediate consideration b) 
the people of New York, Mr. Record 
said, he knew he ran the risk of serious 
criticism for his presumption, but he 
believed, the present traction merger 
ought to be considered.

Jack London Put an “If” on the Con- 
demned Constitution. 


| Te the Editar of The New Yurk Times: 

I note your editorial of yesterday re- 
|garding Jack London's lecture to the 
| students of Yale University. As London 

is now on his way to California he will 
probably not see your article for a couple 
of weeks. As the Vice President of the 

Intercollegiate Socialist Society, and the 
| person who was instrumental in bring- 
ing about the meetings at Yale, Harvard, 

jand Grand Central Palace, New York, I 
| trust that 1 may be allowed to comment 
|upon your criticisms. 
I heard London's address at Grand Cen- 
{tral Palace. It was read from manu- 
script. The same address was read in 
New Haven. Accordingly, I can say pos- 
itively that several remarks in your quo- 
tation convey a wrong impression of what 
the lecturer actually said. Important 
qualifications have been omitted. 

“The grip of Socialism,” [I quote] “is 
tightening upon the world. The blood-red 
banner will soon be waving wildly in all 
winds."’ 

At this point the lecturer took pains 
to explain to the audience that the 
** blood-red banner’ was universally and 
systematicaily misunderstood; that, as 
used by the Socialists, it Is a symbol of 
the Brotherhood of Man, and not of war 
and destruction. I quote again: 

“If people object to our programme be- 
cause of the Constitution, then to hell 
with the Constitution! ”’ 

The remark of the speaker really was 
something as follows: 

“If people object to our programme 
because of the Constitution, what if the 
working class should take for a motto 
the words a militia General who at 
one time heid sway in portions of the 
State of Colorado: ‘To hell with 
Constitution.’ " 

“We Socié@lists will wrest the power 
from the present rulers,"’ [I quote again,] 
“by war if necessary. Stop us if you 
can!’ 

At this point in the lecture it was ex- 

plained that the Socialist Party is a party 
fof Constitutional agitation in 
where universal suffrage and free speech 
prevatl, and that in countries where these 

Constitutional rights are denied it re- 
sorts to force. 

In your comments you say all Socialists 
!aim, consciously or unconsciously, at “a 
; redistribution of wealth.”” [| am a Social- 
, ist, and I think I can speak for the So- 
| clalists in saying that what we do aim at 

is as exactly and diametrically the oppo- 
| site of “‘ redistribution of wealth" as the 
human mind is capable of conceiving. 
Under the plan which is proposed by So- 
cialists, the wealth of society, the capi- 
tal, would be as much distributed as 
{Central Park, the Bartholdi Statue, the 

United States Post Office, and the Con- 
gressional Library are distributed. 

You say that “ very few Socialists have 
| Jack London's courage,"’ and imply that 
{the rest of us shrink from stating our 
purposes fairly. If I may be pardoned the 

remark, your comments upon Soclalism 
are of a kind to suggest that you are not 
{familiar with Socialist writings and lect- 
ures. I heard Jack Loadon's address; I 
have heard and read many other Socialist 
addresses, and so far as I know there is 
no such difference to be noted between 
them.

THE SPECULATIVE SITUATION. Jis going to turn on the movements ot | 


trader 


The Western crowd’s bear raid culmi- 
nated on Tuesday. On that day the oper- 
ator who had been leading the attack, in- 
voking all the known calamities which 
overtake a bull speculation calmly and 
vith characteristic delicacy, announced 
that he had seen fit to relieve the market 
of the weight of his disapproval. He vent- 
ured also to predict that after the shaking 
up stocks would go higher than ever. Then 
followed in the market a very sharp re- 
covery. Reading, which had declined 30 
peints in a we2k, recovered 10; Union Pa- 
cific, which had declined 9 points, recov- 
ered 7, and Amalgamated Copper, which | 
had declined also about 9 points, advanced 
nearly 10 wn the following day. Other 
stocks recovered from one-third to @ne- 
half of the ground they had lost in the 
ecurse of the ganeral decline. This re- 
covery did not hold. The market became 
ursettled again on Friday, owing to gen- 
¢ral uneasiness over the extraordinary 
nature of the transactions in Amalga- 
riated Copper, and on Saturday the whole 
list suffered a sharp decline. 

The success with which the 
raided th2 market advertised unpleasantr 
ly the dangers attending such extrava- 
gant manipulation as had been going on 
in a few stocks, notably Reading, and the | 
lesson undoubtedly was wholesome, but 
stocks cannot break 10 to 30 points in the 
space of a wesk without unnerving thou- 
sends of small speculators. It is a theory 
that the Gates crowd was put forward to 
attack stocks in which aggressive specu- 
lative interests had gained too much head- 
way. The proof is wanting. Such things 
have happened end wili happen again. 
The theory in this case probably is based 
not so much upen evidence as upon the 
. belief that it would nave been impossible 
for the Gates crowd unaided to have ac- 
complished what it did. It matters little 
one way or jhe other. Speculative ex- 
cesses had male the market vulnerable. 
A few stocks had been rising so rapidly 
that the cool heads knew a collapse was 
inevitable sooner or later. Brokers were 
advising their clients to take profits and 
ttand aside. It seemed, however, a little 
incongruous that an operator who had as- 
sisted in practically cornering Tennessee 
Ceal and Iron should have become the ex- 
ponent of conservatism, attacking in that 
rGle a less experienced speculator who had | 
been trying to buy up the entire floating 
supply of another stock. 

After so violent a decline in prices as 
that which culminated on Tuesday there

Road—Talk to Minnesotans. 


A. BY. Stickney, President of the Chi-/ 
cago Great Western Railroad, whose! 
speeches abound in strong comment, re-

But It’s Known She Will Have Ten 12- 
Inch Guns—Based on Russo-Jap- 


anese War’s Lessons. 


There will be launched at Portsmouth, 
England, next Saturday, in the presence 
of King Edward, the much-talked-of bat- 
|tleship Dreadnought, whose design and 
lequipment the British Admiralty has 
|carefully kept secret. This great ship, 
|; which is supposed to embody all the les- 
sons taught by the Russo-Japanese war, 
ioe laid down only last Autumn, and js 
to be completed within a year from now, 

|a feat in construction which, if carried 
pout, will be without a parallel in the his- 
|tory of naval construction. 
The “ revolutionary ideas ’’ embodied in 
| the Dreadnought are considered by the 
| Admiralty,as state secrets, and so far not 
a single foreigner has been able to get 
the slightest clue to these ideas. One of 
the great London dailies has declared that 
the nations of Europe and the United 
States have made vain efforts to get a 
line on the new ship, and intimates that 
{the building of the new battleship will 
mean the reorganization of all navies 
along new lines. 

Great Britain was the only nation whose 
j}naval officers were permitted by the 
| Japanese to witness the great sea bat- 
tles from the decks of the Mikado’s ships. 
At the end of the war the conclusions of 


|these officers were submitted to Eng- 
land's naval experts, and the outcome is 
the Dreadnought. 

With one dischorge of her guns, it is 
said, she will be able to throw twice as 
much metal as any battleship now afloat 
und three times as much as most of those 
now in eommission. It is even said that 
|so powerful is the resistance of her armor 
|that she is practically immune to torpedo 

attack. This, last contention is taken with 
a grain of salt by most naval constructors. 

While nothing is known officially as to 
the size and equipment of the Dread- 
nought, it is pretty generally believed that 
she will displace something like 18,500 
| tons, will nave a speed of 19 knots, and
